^pbstU  John,  (1  John  ii:  2,)  “  Aud  he  [Christ] the  feeling  soul,  than  to  be  involved  in  biclur- 


ings,  broils  and  contentions.  Such  a  situsti^ 

serves  to  suspend  all  devotional  exercises,  to  pafi 
alyze  the  generous,  benevolent  and  sympathetic 
emotions,  to  rob  virtue  of  its  leward,  and  to  priv- 
mote,  and  extend,  and  perpetuate  misanthropy 
and  depravity.  These  i^acis  being  fully  demote 
strated  by  common  experience  and  observation, 
who  will  not  readily  perceive  the  importance  and 
utility  of  attending  to  the  apostle's  admonition? 

The  guarded  manner  iu  which  St.  Paul  pr^ 
sents  the  above  exhortation,  permits  us  to  con¬ 
clude,  that  il  is  no  easy  matter  to  live  peaceably 
with  all  men.  The  aiiostle  knew  that  it  would 
lequire  couslaut  effort  lo  secure  and  niaiutaib 
such  a  state  of  peace,  as  his  words  plainly  indn 
cate.  There  aie  tem|>tations  without,  and  ev- 
ciieineuts  within.  We  are  imperfect  beings  our¬ 
selves..  We  live  in  a  world  of  im(>erfeciion  and 
sin.  To  maintain  peace,  quietness  and  friend¬ 
ship  with  all  men,  is,  therefore,  not  a  little  dilTr- 
cu!(.  But,  though  such  a  state  be  barely  possit, 
hie,  yet  it  may  be  attained,  by  careful  atlenlioo 
to  tli6  moral,  civil  and  social  duties  aud  oblige, 
tions,  enjoined  upon  us  by  botli  uaturul  aud  rv- 
vealed  laws,  and  an  unwavering  resolution  to 
check  every  unruly  passion  , aud  propensity  of  our 
nnimal  nature,  in  this  way,  we  may  he  sure  of 
attaining  that  boon  of  coiiieutment,  comfort  and 
joy,  which  is  the  result  of  living  peaceably  with 
all  those  by  whom  we  arc  surrounded,  and  with 
whom  we  associate  in  the  various  concerns  of 
human  life.

Once  in  a  fetv  minutes  she  would  raise  lier  eyes 
from  her  work  to  cast  a  look  towards  her  mol  her 
aud  brother,  and  then  resume  her  work  again  with 
increasing  diligence.  Near  the  fire,  (if  fire  it 
could  be  called.)  sat  the  mother  of  these  children, 
heart-broken  and  sad.  She  spoke  kindly  to  the 
little  boy  and  bade  him  put  some  chips  on  the  |j  hood.  The  names  of  such  “wolves  in  sheep’a  clo- 
fire,  which  was  soon  done.

What  a  feeling  of  grati¬ 
tude— puie,  devout,  sincere  gratitude — will  they 
have  to  God,  on  returning  home  and  seeing  the 


express  precept  of  him  wirom  he  professed  to  call  Mas¬ 
ter,  replied  that  he  conld  not  officiate,  beeausethe  deceased 
had  not  died  right !

It  is  a  light  calculation  that  .t  cooimou  chewer  of  to¬ 
bacco  will  use  two  mclie.s  of  light  plug  in  a  day,  which 
in  forty  years,  supposing  he  began  at  twenty  years  of 
age,  and  lived  till  sixty,  would  make  one  mile  of  plug 
I  tobacco  consuiiied  by  a  single  individual.  Now  if  a 
nev/  bc-ginner  were  to  be  placed  at  the  one  end  of  tiiis 
ipilc  of  tobacco,  and  told  that  in  his  life  time  be  must 
eat  to  the  other  end,  lie  would  certainly  have  an  appetite 
for  the  weed  as  strong  as  the  abominable  tobacco  worm 
I  itself,  if  he  did  not  immediately  abandon  the  habit. 

Suppose  the  smoker  uses  three  cigars  in  a  day,  each
